Washington, D. C., Nov. 15.—Con- 


version of more than a million tons 
of American sailing vessels into steam- 
ships was proposed to ^"le shipping 
board today by Thomas A. 
Edison. 


The inventor's suggestion will be made 
the subject of a thorough investiga- 
tion. 


Because of the peculiar construction 


of sailing ships, it would be necessary, 
Mr. Edison said, to equip them with 
twin screws. 
Thus equipped their 


hulls would bear the strain better and 
at the same time thsy would develop 
considerably more speed than if car- 
rying but a single propeller.. Mr. Edi- 
son will go over the details of his plan 
with Rear Admiral Capps, 
general 


manager of the emergency fleet corpo- 
ration. If it appears practicable the 
engineering division of the corporation 
will take it up. ' 


Although the placing of engines and 


coal bunkers in the ships would, cut 
down their cargo space, the superior 
speed attained would more than make 
up for the difference, in the opinion 
of Mr. .Edison. American sailing ves- 
sels "are not now permitted" to "enter 
the war zone as they are easy subma- 
rine targets. 


There are under American registry 


more than 5,000 sailing vessels of con- 
siderably more than 1,000,000 ton- 
nage. 


Henry Ford's automobile plant at 


Detroit, now largely engaged in man- 
ufacturing airplane cylinders, is about 
to begin also the production of ship 
fittings. Mr. Ford called on the ship- 
ping board today and arranged to turn 
out for the government small parts 
which, his plant can produce in large 
quantities. The price to be paid for 
the work he left to the board.

Tho local chapter of the Red Cross 


will launch a thrift bag campaign dur- 
ing the week preceding Thanksgiving, 
and they now appeal to every house- 
wife to gather together all 
the old 


things that ahe no longer has any use 
for and put them into a bag so that 
when a, 33oy Scout calls for them when 
the campaign Is on, the bag may be 
well lllled. 


This campaign is for the purpose of 


collecting and utilizing the waste ma- 
teiial of the community to help pur- 
chase supplies for making Red Cross 
surgical dressings and provide a. re- 
servo fund for emergencies. Waste, it 
is stated by the local headquarters, is 
a natural bi-product of every home. 
It Is said that most people heretofore 
havo not considered "worth saving" 
such things as the Red Cross can turn 
into needed money. 


It Is claimed that 
one. pound of 


waste will buy enough iodine to disin- 
fect a wound; will pay for sufficient 
gauze to dress the injury; that five 
pounds will purchase a bandage; eight 
pounds will provide funds for a tem- 
porary splint; ten pounds will give the 
chloroform needed for an operation; 
and 25 pounds in many cases will save 
a limb or even a life.

clothing, copper, brass, lead, tin foil, 
any and all of which may be found in 
most attics stored away but not of any 
valuable use; flannels of any sort, old

automobile trucks on this day, each 
one bearing a largo banner inscribed, 
"Red Cioss Thrift Campaign," pass 
through tho streets of the cltj. 
Each

cleaning a quantity of rubbish out of 


I a. tenement yesterday, he ran across 
a pile of newspapers of no particular 
value, and among them one substan- 
tially leather-bound volume with the 
title, ".Laws of U. States" on the back. 
Investigation showed that it was a 
complete copy of the laws passed by 
llrst faession of the fifth congress, in 
Philadelphia in the spring of 1797; 
and that at was printed in that year 
and that it bears the imprint of a dis- 
tinguished 
early 
printer, 
William 


Ross, whose office was near Congress 
hall in that city. Old as is the book, 
it is in excellent preservation, with 
binding sound and the book good for 
nianj' more years of ordinary usage. 


More interesting1, perhaps, is tho 


fact that it bears on the title page the 
autograph signature of General Jacob 
Morris, of Revolutionary fame as a 
member of the staff of Major General 
Charles Lee, who afterwards settled in 
the township which bears his name. 
Ho was also county clerk of Otsego 
county from 1791 to 1801, and on the 
fly leaf is the 
inscription 
"Otsego 


Clerk's Office," also in his handwrit- 
ing. 
It would be interesting to know- 


how it found its way out of the office, 
and what Its wanderings had been be- 
fore Mr. Bard, discovering it, set it on 
it -way home again. 


General Morris, it is of local inter- 


est to note, was the great-grandfather 


I of Dr. Lewis Rutherford Morris, to 
whom Oneouta is indebted for the 
generous gift of Xe-ah--na park.

tice? And why is there not more 
legal machinery supplied lor the pui- 
poseV There aro laige numbers of 
lawyers, of co-irse, who conscientiously 
settle their clients' cases out of. couit 
whenever thoie is any possibility of 
doing so. There are cities that main- 
tain special courts and special officials 
for tho informal adjudication of mat- 
ters that otherwise would develop into 
lawsuits. But there Is far too little of 
such effort. 
A general extension of 


the principle would bo a. tremendous 
boon to our whole sjstem of Justice, 
and would probably bring no loss to
